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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Within the after final remarks, the applicant's 
representative expresses concern over the number of fields contained within the data packets. They note that their design only requires 
two data fields whereas supposedly the prior art design requires four fields. While an argument provided to the applicant's representative 
was that the RFC discloses the packet header composition (Section 3.1, RFC 791). It contains version (equivalent to claimed format) 
and type of service (equivalent to claimed type) fields, which combined makes up a byte within the header. In addition, it features a field 
for the IHL (equivalent to header size field) and a total length field (equivalent to the claimed field of whether packet includes data, if total 
length is equal to IHL, there is no data in the packet. The matter has been further evaluated and the examiner would like to further point 
out how data packets with two fields are also described within the prior art, even within the cited section of 3.1. The explanation provided 
by the examiner within an office action, while relevant is not to limit the material presented within the prior art. It is crucial when 
reviewing a prior art to not only understand it's literal interpretation or portions thereof but, that the spirit of the prior art be understood as 
well. It is after such a review that the examiner has determined that the request for reconsideration has been reconsidered but does not 
place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
